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Council Gives Final Approval for Rezoning

After more than six months of con- 
troversy, the Romulus City Council has 
made its final decision regarding anum- 
ber of zoning issues in the city's south- 
west corner. 

The debate began late last year, 
when a proposed residential develop- 
ment project upset area citizens who 
were concerned about preserving the 
rural quality of their neighborhood. 

On December 8, 2003, City Council 
approved a six-month moratorium on 
residential building in the area bounded 
by Wabash to the north, Pennsylvania 
to the south, Hannan to the west, and 
the CSX railroad tracks (west of I-275) 
to the east. The move was intended to 
give Council time to study existing zon- 
ing standards and seek citizen input 
before establishing guidelines for future 
development. 

During the next few months, a major- 
ity of residents attending public hearings 
on the matter strongly urged the City to 
adopt new standards that would pre- 


vent traditional subdivision-style devel- 

opment in the moratorium area. They 

listed a number of current features that 
they wanted to see maintained: 

e large lot size, which facilitates pri- 
vacy and an ability to keep large 
animals/livestock; 

e an abundance of trees, natural veg- 
etation, and wildlife; 

* spacious, low-traffic neighborhoods 
that allow children plenty of room for 
bike-riding and outdoor play; 

e lack of streetlights, permitting night- 
time sky-watching; and 

* acountry setting with country atti- 
tudes, where neighbors still Know 
and look out for one another. 

A significant increase in minimum lot 

size was the most frequently suggested 

means of accomplishing their goal. 

As the evaluation process contin- 
ued, City planners came up with aseries 
of proposed zoning amendments that 
were evaluated by the Planning Com- 
mission, then passed to Council for its 
consideration. Among the proposals: 


e the creation of a Rural Character 
Overlay District (RCOD) that would 
"maintain a balance between a quiet, 
rural character and more suburban 
subdivision development in order to 
meet the transitional needs" of the 
area by requiring minimum lot sizes 
of 20,000 feet (roughly half an acre), 
aminimum floor area of 1,500 square 
feet, anda maximum building height 
of two stories; 

e therezoning ofa373-acre areasouth 
of Wabash and west of Huron River 
Drive from R1B (Single Family Resi- 
dential) to RCOD; and 

e therezoning ofa419-acre areanorth 
of Eureka and west of Huron River 
Drive from R1A (Single Family Resi- 
dential District) to RCOD. 

Passage of ordinances such as the ones 

above requires the seven-member City 

Council to cast a majority vote on the 

firstreading, anda two-thirds vote (mini- 

mum of five) for the second reading and 
final adoption.

Council Approves Rezoning Proposals

On June 7, with the moratorium 
period expiring, the Romulus City Coun- 
cil began its consideration of the rezon- 
ing proposals. With Council chairman 
Randy Gear once again excused for 
military duty, all but one of the amend- 
ments passed by a comfortable margin 
on first reading. The exception: the pro- 
posal for the 419 acres north of Eureka 
and west of Huron River Drive, which 
barely squeaked through by a 4—2 vote 
(with Councilmen Bill Crova and Mike 
Prybyla dissenting). 

On Tuesday, June 15, Council's 
agenda included the second reading of 
the proposed ordinances. Fred Hay, a 
property owner in the contested 419- 
acre district, spoke at length against 
Council's adoption of the R1A-to-RCOD 
rezoning amendment. Hay's remarks 
were directed primarily toward Gear, 
whose rare presence put him in a posi- 
tion to cast the deciding vote. 

Hay began by criticizing the Coun- 
cil's apparent desire to "slough off" the 
Romulus Planning Commission's unani- 
mous recommendation to deny the R1A 
rezoning. 

"[If you're not going to pay attention 
to it], what do we need a planning com- 
mission for?" he asked. 

"They are not subject to all the politi- 
cal power moves thatthe Councilis, and 
usually the Council takes their recom- 
mendation as sound advice. Thatseems 
not to be the case this time." 

According to Hay, the R1A area's 
unique characteristics make it inappro- 
priate for the Rural Character Overlay 
District. Among the problems he cited 
were: 

e its proximity to M1 and M2 (indus- 
trial) property on the other side of 
Huron River Drive; and 


e its location directly beneath Detroit 
Metro Airport's east-west flight path. 
Hay also expressed his doubt about 
making the lot sizes larger than those in 
the RE (Single Family Residential) dis- 
trict located to the south. 

“Romulus has 1,400 [undeveloped] 
acres on the south end of town," he 
stated. "We have one subdivision down 
there that's 20 years old..." 

He continued, "The whole south 
end of the city is not being developed — 
[in part] because of its low density —and 
now you want to put an overlay over an 
area which is even less desirable? It's 
on a major road running through the 
city, [has] a fairly high traffic volume, 
and has mixed use onit... 

"If you can't develop the RE district 
to the south, how are you ever going to 
develop an R1A overlay which has half 
the density?" 

Hay said that, even if the overlay 
district makes sense for the 373 acres 
zoned R1B, it doesn't make sense for 
Huron River Drive. 

He illustrated his point by saying, "If 
| was a developer wanting to do the 
reverse thing — if you had R1A overlay 
on the west side of the road, and! came 
to you and said, ‘| would like to put M1 
and M2 on the east side of Huron River 
Drive’ — you would think | was crazy! 
Where are the buffer districts?" 

Hay closed his remarks by urging 
Council not to burden the area's current 
landowners — most of whom are senior 
citizens — with property that would be 
‘literally impossible" to develop. 

Despite Hay's comments, the City 
Council approved the R1A overlay by a 
5-2 vote—again, with CrovaandPrybyla 
dissenting. 

The other zoning ordinances were 
approved, as well. O

“We started this project at the sug- 
gestion of Toni Hunt, asubstitute teacher 
with the Van Buren school system,” 
said Oakley. "Toni saw a very real prob- 
lem that we at CAF 34 thought we could 
address." 

The program is sponsored jointly by 
CAF 34 and Bill Newman, proprietor of 
the Sav-On Family Pharmacy in Romu- 
lus and Sav-On Andrews Pharmacy in 
Belleville. 

"Mr. Newman is very community 
oriented," said Oakley. "When we ex- 
plained what we wanted to do, he didnot 
hesitate. He offered to fund the first 
round of vouchers and let CAF buy at 
cost to cover the rest." 

School district personnel are excit- 
ed aboutthis newresource. Carol Wolan, 
a nurse for the Romulus Community 
Schools, hadhigh praise forthe program. 

"| think it's wonderful that CAF has 
addressed this problem,” Wolan said. 
"Kids cannot be expected to do well in 
school if they do not have access to 
needed medications. We are now able 
to make sure that they have what they 
need." 

Families interested in obtaining a 
voucher must contact their school's 
nurse, social worker, or principal so that 
an evaluation may be completed. Quali- 
fying families will be able to use their 
vouchers at either Family Pharmacy or 
Andrews Pharmacy.

Protecting Against Prescription Errors

sentative for Michigan's 22nd District 

House Bill 5328 would amend the 
public health code by establishing and 
implementing a quality assurance pro- 
gram to detect, identify, and prevent 
prescription errors in pharmacies. The 
bill would require pharmacies to post 
information abouta patient's rightto find 
out the price of a prescription drug be- 
fore the prescription is filled. They would 
also be required to post information 
notifying customers that a generic drug 
cannot be dispensed if the physician 
has written "dispense as written" or the 
initials "d.a.w." on the prescription. 

The bill was passed overwhelm- 
ingly, and is now before the Senate. 
Ultrasound Use 

House Bill 5637 would create a 
grant program in the Department of 
Community Health to help nonprofit fam- 
ily planning or reproductive health enti- 
ties with the purchase of ultrasound 
machines. 


Averting Pro-Ration 

_ The House passed legislation (Sen- 
ate Bill 1194) which shifts $50 million 
from the General Fund to the School Aid 
Fund during the current fiscal year to 
make up a deficit in the SAF. 

This will avert action by Governor 
Jennifer Granholm to decrease school 
aid through a $28-per-pupil pro-ration in 
School Aid payments. 

Fleeing the Scene 

House Bill 5842 would require a 
driver who knows or has reason to be- 
lieve that he/she has been involved in 
an accident to stop his/her vehicle im- 
mediately and wait at the scene until law 
enforcement arrives. 

The bill eliminates the requirement 
for prosecution to show proof:that the 
driver of a fleeing vehicle has knowl- 
edge of injuries.

Two Images of Death and Heaven

lt seems an unusual coincidence to 
read two books in a row that imagine 
what happens to people after they die 
and go to heaven. Could this be a reflec- 
tion of an increased awareness of spiri- 
tuality in our society? Or perhaps the 
events of September 11 led to question- 
ing the meaning of life and the existence 
of an afterlife. 

The two books are Five People You 
Meet in Heaven by Mitch Albom and 
The Lovely Bones by Alice Sebold. 

Five People You Meet in Heavenis 
aslimnovelthat opens on Eddie's eighty- 
third birthday, only minutes before his 
death, as he tries to rescue a young girl 
on aride at the Ruby Point Amusement 
Park. 

Eddie awakens in the afterlife and 
learns that every person who dies is met 
by five pivotal people who have waited 
in heaven to help explain life and teach 
some important lessons. One by one, 
Eddie meets his five people, discovers 
how each of them was connected to his 
own life, and hears the information they 
‘have to impart. Each of the five then 
moves on to another place, and Eddie 
‘learns that heaven is not a destination 
but another step along the way. 

As Eddie is going through his expe- 


rience, the novel weaves in tales of 
birthdays throughout his life. These sto- 
ries help explain who Eddie was and 
how he became that person. Eddie 
comes to realize that his seemingly 
"meaningless" life was important to oth- 
ers, aS one person's actions in life can 
have unforeseen repercussions that may 
be either positive or negative. 

The Lovely Bones approaches the 
Same subject in very different ways. 
Sebold's vision of heaven is radically 
different from that of Albom. As Sebold 
envisions it, everyone has his or her 
own heaven. Susie's heaven looks like 
the athletic fields and landscape of a 
suburban high school. Albom's heaven 
takes Eddie back to places he experi- 
enced in his life. 

Both authors indicate that the 
heaven reached after death is not the 
final destination, buta temporary stop to 
learn things before moving on to an- 
other place. Both authors allow their 
characters to look back upon who and 
what they left behind. Both books can 
be somewhat sentimental at times, but 
never verge into being maudlin.

Guest speaker Clayton Smith, a 
former RHS student who now attends 
Oakland University, gave students a 
wake-up Call, noting, "My college has 
‘books on tape’ to help — but, otherwise, 
we are expected to do our work.” 

Alfaye Woods, the RHS represen- 
tative from Michigan Rehabilitation Ser- 
vices, spoke to students and their par- 
ents about starting early to plan an 
orderly transition to independent living. 

"When you leave Romulus High 
School, you will basically be on your 
own," she said. “You will have these 
organizations available to help you, but 
you will have to make and keep your 
appointments and follow up on sugges- 
tions that their representatives make."
